CORPORATION, Lisle, IL, to provide liquid sulfur dioxide for the Austin Water Utility in an estimated amount not to
exceed $193,520, with two 12-month extension options in an estimated amount not to exceed $120,950 for the
first extension option and $151,187 for the second extension option, for a total estimated contract amount not to
exceed $465,657
